Dear Relatives: 


The compilation of the material contained in this little booklet 
has given me an opportunity to meet and correspond with many of my 
relatives. It is my hope that this organized material will create 
something of value and interest to all of you and to the coming 
generations. My first source of material was a genealogy entitled 
"Descendants of John Bibighaus of Bedminster, Bucks Co., Pennsylvania" 
completed by Samuel H. Bibighaus in 1888. Table “A is a 
condensation of the material contained in that book. 


A large source of information has been the memories of many of 
you who have provided a large number of details contained herein. 
You have also provided me with clippings, family records, and dates 
found on cemetery markers. I wish to thank all of you for helping 
to compile this information. 


The families listed are all descendants of Martin Bibighaus and 
Rev. Christian Weiler whose wife was Sarah Bibighaus Weiler. The 
"NOutline of Tables" indicates the connections between the families 
listed in the various tables. A cross reference in each of the 
tables also denotes the relationship. 


The number in parenthesis preceding each name indicates the 
generation of each person. Martin Bibighaus has been considered 
of the first generation and Rev. Christian Weiler and his wife 
Sarah Bibighaus Weiler of the fourth generation, 


The children of each couple are listed below and slightly to the 
right of the parents!’ names. The names of the children are prefixed 
by the number of the generation succeeding the one of their parents. 

The date of marriage precedes the name of the spouse. 

If the information is known, the names of living persons are 
followed by the date of birth and the names of deceased persons are 
followed by the dates of birth and death. 

The alphabetical lists of names on the last pages provide 
interesting information concerning our relatives both living and 
deceased. 


The profound interest and great cooperation on the part of the 
relatives have made it possible to complete the family tree to date.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Martin Bibighaus lived in Albretshausen, a village in Sayen, 
Witgenstein Co., Germany. In 1742 he passed on, leaving a widow 
and children. 


John Bibighaus, his son, was born in Albretshausen. He and his 
wife were members of the Reformed Church at Elsoff, Germany. They 
came to America on the ship "Sally" and arrived at the port of 
Philadelphia on October 29, 1770. They settled in Bedminster, 
Bucks Co., Pennsylvania where John operated a farm; he also was a 
merchant until 1811. He and his wife became affiliated with the 
Keichline German Reformed Church at Tohicken, Bucks Co., Pennsylvania 
and are both buried in the cemetery of that church. 


Rev. Henry Bibighaus D,D., son of John Bibighaus above, was born 


in Bedminster, He was an organist and teacher and later was pastor 
of Salem Reformed Church, St. John Street, Philadelphia from 1823 
until his death. He was a minister of great intelligence of the 


Scriptures and was a devout Christian. 


Jacob Bibighaus, a son of Rev. Henry Bibighaus, was an organist 
and chorister and was buried at Swamp Church, Lehigh Co., Pennsylvania. 
Other sons were Dr. John Bibighaus, buried in iliddlebury, Pennsylvania 
and Dr. Charles H. Bibighaus buried in Laurel Hill Cemetery, 
Philadelphia. Another son was the Hon. Thomas M. Bibighaus who was 
a member of Congress. 


Rev. Christian Weiler was born in Baden, Germany and came to 
America in 1827. He studied theology with Rev. Henry Bibighaus and 
was pastor at Lancaster, Pennsylvania before coming to Ohio in 1849. 
He was pastor of churches in Bucyrus, Windfall, and New Winchester 
before retiring in Galion, Ohio in 1860. He was buried in the old 
Union Green Cemetery, present site of the Galion Senior High School, 
but was later removed to the Fairview Cemetery. Reve Weiler had 
one brother who died while quite young.
